2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. None of the drawings of Applicant illustrates a 
reference number for a pressing member as recited in claim 4.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 
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3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Skeens et al 
(5,242,455). Skeens et al disclose a stereotactic surgergy device including: a guide frame 12, a 
left 13 and right 14 fixing frames, each has a fixing member at 17, where the guide frame 
provides with a plurality of guide depressions 19 that able to guide the puncturing needle's tip 
between the left and right fixing members. As to claims 2-4, Skeens ct al disclose the guide 
frame is provided with a scale (see fig. 4a), where the device further has a displacement 
prevention member at 101, and where the device also has a pressing member 105. As to claims 
5-6, Skeens et al disclose the device further comprises an auxiliary fixing member at 3 for aiding 
fixation of the device on the patient's head, and where the auxiliary fixing member comprises an 
auxiliary fixing portion at 8 and a linking member (see fig. 6). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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Claims 7-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Skeens et al 
(5,242,455) in view of Barrick et al (2002/0087101). Skeens et al disclose the invention 
substantially as claimed. Skeens is silent regarding a marker band is in a mesh-shaped. 

Barrick discloses a marker band is in a mesh-shaped (see fig.4, paragraph 36, 38 and 
paragraph 46). Thus, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to modify Skeens by making the device has a marker band is in a 
mesh-shaped as taught by Barrick to wrap around the patient head in a better fit where the 
surgery is to be performed, because one of ordinary skill in the art would have been able to carry 
out such a substitution, and the results were reasonably predictable.
